Not one 
editor-in-chief then in power is alive to- 
dav. Every one has departed* The 
column-rules have been turned time and 
again. Eulogies have been preached, 
leaders have blazoned their virtues and 
state funerals have carried what is face- 
tiously termed their " remains " to their 
ultimate destination. Mr. Bennett wai 
the only one who attained a good old 
age. The fact is that as no candle can

Every invention has come to light be- 
oanse some one doubted the old and be- 
lieved in the new. Socrates, Plato, Ivjint, 
Bacon, Newton, Darwin and Spencer 
were men who questioned Ihe present, 
and so lifted np tbe frttore. Trath says : 
*^The belief instilled into all of us when 
we were exceedingly young was that 
doubters would go to lu ll, sure. That 
is to sav, if a very bad boy should be- 
think him that some things taught to 
him were strange'y improbable, and 
■hoold really give his growing n)ind the 
free rein of examination and doul)t, when 
he grew up to be a mau, he wouM 1>e 
damned. Millions of ns were taught at 
school that to doubt now was to be 
damned hereafttT ; to lulieve now, to be 
beautilied heivafter. There was no mid- 
dle cou^e. But, suppose the theory 
that doubters had no business in the do- 
main of thought had been applied to 
Fecnlar well hh to sacred things? 
Where wonld be (ialileo, Neutun. Edi- 
son, Columbus, and Chiist, himself, ac- 
eotding to the gospels? Never check 
your doubt; examine, investigate, rea- 
son, prove — if po^^ible. That is the 
province of manhood ; no harm can 
come of it."

A Cliinese vase, it is contended, is an 
article of fiiniitiir»i whereas a Greek vas€ 
is a specimen of ail The latter belongs 

naturally to a museum, where it may in- 
spire the student of painting and sculp- 
ture ; the former is found, without sur- 
prise, in the boudoir of a lady or the 
dining-room of an opulent banker. And 
yet the Greeks decorated their houses 
with vases long before they relegated 
them to the uses of their tombs, as the 
Bomans also did. They painted them 
instead of pictures on their walls ; they 
contrived a harmony between tiieir 
shapes and those of the buildings they 
l^were intended to ornament; they gave 
them plinth and base, frieze and cornice 
and each was a charm and study in it- 
self. But could there be conceived a col- 
lection more monotonous and exhaust- 
ing to the mind*s interest than one com- 
posed exclusively of Ghinese jars, as any 
one will testify who has ever visited the 
vaults of tlic Japanese Palace of Dres- 
den, w here the whole is only redeemed 
from immediate dullness by a scholarly 
system of classification, chronological 
and illustrative of the different types 
On the other hand, a C-hinese vase 
standing alone, is an object of exceed- 
ingly little attraction in itself. It is a 
picture which wants to be set in a frame, 
to be associated with a variety of tones, 
to be reflected by mirrors, to be draped 
about by handsome curtains, and so forth. 

11 all this be true— and the argument 
is a Ftonoh one— your Chinese vase can 
scarcely be said to be worth anything in 
itself. It is only partially true, however. 
No doubt the Chinese value their ware 
instinctively on account of certain quali- 
ties which, by. Weetem oonnoisseurship, 
are only prized at second-hand— the 
•'crackling,^' for instance ; but it is the 
same with their gigantic flowers, drag- 
ons and chimeras — objects such as to 
which the Qieeka never gave expression
